Publiffed and Dilperled, feveral Schilma: 
fical and Seditious Boks, diffamatozp 
Libelg, and other Phanatical Mzitings, 
amongft her MWajelties Subjects, contain: 
ing in them Doarin berp Erroneous, and 
other Matters PRotozioulfp Wntrue, and
